H. Strickland, JEsd.., said 
that whcin bis firm signed the paper, they 
did not kno'v iliat a Democrat wanted the 
office, but as a candidate from tbat party 
had been brought forward lie most as- 
suredly favored the removal of Col. Cross- 
man, 
although be bad no fault to Und with 


him in the performance of fie duties ot his 
office." 


At tbU point Mr. Bass suddenly entered 


the room, and without learning the new 
turn of affairs, he immediately took the 
Hoor and advoca ed the cause of Mr. Cum- 
mings. He said that the Kepubtidans hew 
to tbe lice and now that the Democrats 
had the power it was their duty to do the 
same. He father said tbat Hon. Hanni- 
bal Hamlm secured the nomination of Wm. 
P. Hubbard, £34 , as Census Supervisor 
in order to further the ends of tbe paity 
machine, although there Were many men 
fully as well qualified for tbe position. As 
usual Mr. Bass worked himself into a high 
state of excitement, and after strongly 
urging the removal, of Col. Crossman, 
against whom no other charge than that 
be is a Republican is preferred, he was ex- 
ceedingly indignant when asked by E. C. 
Brett, Esq , if this move was not stiictly a 
political one, and denied tbat geatleman'6 
right to question his motives. 


Gen. Charles W. Koberts said that be 


thought Col. Crossman had occupied the 
office long enough and he favored . the ap- 
pointment of a young man. For his |>art 
he was willing to admit that he was in fa- 
vor of this change on political grounds. 


The candidate for the office, Mr. Burr, 


said he had understood from the first tbat 
the removal of Col. Grossman was entirely 
a party matter. 


Wm. II. Strickland, K-.CJ , here remaik- 


cd that they had the power and •'to the 
Victor belongs the spoils," 
( 


James F. Rawson, Esq., another one ot 


the prime mover-, then came in and as he 
evidently did1 not understand that the hear- 
ing had been called solely for the benefit 
of some of his party friends, who, desired 
Mr. Grossman's removal he proceeded to 
berate the Commissioners for holding a 
hearing on such a trivial matter as unseat- 
ing a. Republican. In his eagerness to se- 
cure the removal of Col. Grossman, Mr 
Rawson forgot to state f&cta, and alleged 
that tbe Republican City Administration 
would not even give them an Assessor this 
year. How if Mr, Rawson will refer to 
the record of the election of subordinate 
officers, he will see that a strong Democrat 
occupies a position as one of the Board of 
Assessors, and another 4 position on the 
School Committee. He then reiteiated bis 
assertion as to the folly of holding a bear- 
ing, when he was informed by one of the 
Commissioners that he was on the wrong 
track, and that tbe bearing was necessary 
in order that his party friends might ex- 
plain bow their names appeared on one 
petition asking for tbe removal of Col. 
Crossman and another for his retention in 
office. 


Lysander Strickland, Esq , "was then 


called upon by Col. Hutcbings. He spoke 
of tbe importance of tbe position and the 
high rank tbe Bangor survey bad attained 
abroad. He stated that the Surveyor-Gen. 
eral was frequently called upon to settle 
disputed questions,conseqnently he should 
be an experienced and competent man, one 
qualified to advise and Instruct bis depu- 
ties. He did not think that Mr. Burr was 
competent to discharge the duties of the 
office. 


Wm. T. Fearson, Esq., said be agreed 


with Mr. S. as to the importance ofthe po- 
sition, bnt he' considered Mr. Burr quali- 
fied to fill it. Mr. Pearson also favored 
the removal of Col. Crossman on politica 
grounds, and stated that he was removed 
from the same position on account of poli- 
tics. 


Col. Hntchinzs then stated a few reasons 


why Qol. Grossman should be allowed to 
remain the balance of bis term. He eald 
tbat tbe law meant for the Commissioners 
to act as a Court when it gave them the 
"power to fill the office, and not a political 
body. This wag tbe only instance be knew 
of where a man bad been removed on po- 
litical grounds.. Yon, as a Court, are ask- 
ed to remove a man on these grounds and 
appoint a man, who, a portion of the lum- 
bermen, at least, consider incompetent. 


E. C. Brett, Esq., then made a few re 


marks showing tbat men of all parties 
signed Col Grossman's petition, presented 
at tbe flrst hearing, and those whose 
names were on that petition and did not 
appear at this hearing, still favored IDs re- 
tention In net coming In and renouncing 
their former action. 


John F. Robinson, Egg., partner of 


County Attorney Mace, then took the floor 
and Bald they they might a* well remove

As our c!ti7ens are nil interested in this 


case, which was amicably settled yester- 
day, we republish the following statement 
of tacts that appeared in the Whig last 
October. 


The petitioners claim that the construc- 


tion of the dam increased the risk on their 
mills by the danger from ice and floods, 
aodftliHt the damages by ice in the freshets 
of 1877-S were caused by the dam. They 
further claim that the dam has produced a 
Howage bftck upon the apron of their mills, 
decreasing their head of water, which*re- 
tards the speed of their wheels, therefore 
causing a diminution of their power to the 
extent, as they claim, of fifty per cent. 
They also say tbat this is a practical de- 
struction of the privilege and claim ita to- 
tal value—$100,000. 
Tbe City ol Bangor denies that tbe inju- 
ries to their- mills by the ice freshets of 
1877 8 were caused by the dam; and claims 
that they were the result of unusual and 
extraordinary freshets and accumulations 
of Ice; that bad it not been for the dam 
their mills would have been swept away 
as they were by the ice freshets of 1S-1G. 
In the second place the City of Bangor 
cinims that the back water, if any, does 
not produce the ettect which the petitioners 
alietfc; but admit that whatever iajurj, if 
any, tney do sutler by the back water Irani 
tbe dam, which is not offset by advan- 
tages 
therefrom, the 
City ot Bangor 


should makejust compensation. 


The case tf as argued before Ihe County 


Commissioners last fall and they awarded 
the petitioners $25,000 damages. Both sides 
appealed from the decision, however, one 
claiming an increase and the other a dimi- 
nution of the award. Thursday night tbe 
City Government held a meeting relative 
to the matter and yesterday their comm t- 
tee met the petitions and the suit was final- 
ly settled for .S26.QOO and rhe money paid 
over. 


Thursday morning the bark Josie R. 


Lopez arrived at Portland from Matanzas 
with molasses to Fbinney & Jackson. 
Capt. Iceland reports tiiat on March 27tb, 
in a heavy gale, John Xewmau, a seaman 
and a native of Finland, was lost over- 
board and drowned. 


On March 25th, while the bark was ly- 


ing to in a heavy north-northwest gale,she 
shipped a tremendous sea, which swept 
the decks of every movable thing, water 
casks, booby-hatch, etc., and started the 
ship leaking badly. The captain was 
obliged to put the vessel belore the gale 
and order all hands to the pumps. For 
eighteen hours the men bad to work with 
all their might'before they could free' the 
ship from water. The sea knocked down 
Ctmrles Nerberg, a seaman, and injured 
him very badly about the head and face. 
On Wednesday last, when thirty miles 
south of Cape Elizabeth, in tbe gale, a 
schooner was made out to leeward with 
the American flag dying union downward. 
Tbe Lopez went to her assistance and 
found the vessel was the schooner John A. 
Cook, Capt. Fisk, from 
Provincetotvn, 


where she had just been purchased and 
ballasted with sand. She was on her way, 
to Rockland. Tbe captain said his vessel 
was leaking so badly his crew were ex- 
hausted with pumping and that their pro- 
visions were all gone, and be requested 
tbat they be taken on board the bark, which 
was done and they were brought to Poit- 
land. Tbe John A. Cook was seventy- 
eight tons burden and bad just been pur- 
chased for Rockland parties.

The acute German mind has already 


perceived the folly of building impregna- 
ble ships. The learned Prof. Loewenthal 
has became convinced that instead of 
building ships which cannot be pierced by 
the guns now in uee,we should build ships 
which would offer the least possible resist- 
ance to cannon-balls. He claims tbat the 
frigate of the future will be so constructed 
that the balls of the enemy will pass di- 
rectly through her without Inflicting any 
damage, and that she ,wlll attack her 
enemy, not with guns, but with torpedoes. 


Herr Loewenthal selects for tbe material 


of his newly-Invented war-vessel,india-rub- 
ber of one foot In thickness. Tbe whole 
boll Is to be made of india-rubber,strenj;th- 
ened below the water-line with a light 
steel frame. Ihe vessel will be driven by 
an ordinary steam-engine, and will bave 
no masts. At the bow will be • projecting 
spar to which torpedoes will be affixed,and 
tbe entire crew, Including tbe helmsman, 
will be on the lower deck out of the range 
of shot. 
When a cannon ball strikes tbe india- 


rubber ship, It will pass directly through 
it above the, heads of tbe crew, and the 
bole made by It will Instantly close. Fay- 
Ing no attention to such futile attacks, the 
india-rubber vessel will steam toward her 
adversary and explode her torpedo. The 
doomed vessel will Instantly gink, while 
her elastic destroyer will be driven hun- 
dreds of yards backward by the recoil fol- 
lowing tbe explosion. Such a vessel, save 
tbe Inventor, could easily destroy all the 
navies of the world, and after work was 
done she could be made as strong as ever 
wltb tbe aid of two or three bottles of 
cement.—New Ibrie Times.
